| MEXICAN REVOLT 

The latest attempt to overthrow by 
force of arms the constituted government 
of Mexico is tottering. Its leaders have 
either faced firing squads or are facing 
forces of loyal troops so superior in num- 
bers that the outcome appears to be fore- 


gone. 

It is probable that the prompt and ener- 
getic action of President Calles has pre- 
vented, for the time being at least, another 
revolution which might have plunged all 
Mexico into bloody turmoil for an indefinite 
period and which largely would have un- 
done the rehabilitation work accomplished 
during the past few years of comparative 
peace in that troubled country. 

The present uprising undoubtedly had its 
seeds in politics, as have all similar revolts 
in the past. Its leaders, Serrano and Go- 
mez, were the outstanding anti-administra- 
tion candidates for President at the 1928 
elections. They had joined forces on what 
was called an “anti-re-electionist” platform, 
opposing the candidacy of Gen. Alvaro Ob- 
regon, former President and supposedly fa- 
vored by President Calles as his successor. 

It should be noted, however, that the sum- 
mary action taken against these leaders of 
the revolt was in no sense political in its 
nature, but was a military necessity. Presi- 
dent Callies could have done no less than he 
has done, and no less energetically, and 
kept his oath to maintain the governmen:‘ 
entrusted to him. 

Serrano and Gomes themselves elected 
and embarked upon the revolutionary 
course which was their undoing. Their po- 
sition as political candidates did not miti- 
gate, but aggravated, their oe, One 
has met, the other will meet if éaught, the 
customary fate of traitors the world over. 
They appealed to arms, and by arms_their 
appeal was denied. 

Sporadic revolts are always the after- 
math of revolution which brings about radi- 
cal changes, and even the early history of 
the United States was not free from them— 
Shay’s Rebellion and the Whisky Rebellion 
for example. But comparison of the fairly 
peaceful course of the United States after 
the American revolution with political over- 
turns in other countries cannot be made 
with any exactness. The American colo- 
nists were not seeking political freedom; 
they were, in fact, engaged in a conserva- 
tive and not a radical effort; they were 
seeking to keep the measure of selfgovern- 
ment they already had, to preserve the 
rights granted in liberal charters from be- 
ing taken from them by a king with a tend- 
ency toward absolutism. No parailel to 
this situation exists in history, and where 
conditions are essentially different results 
of course will not be the same. | 
) The settling down of ‘Mexico’ seems to im- 
patient moderns to take a long time, but it 
took a longer time in France, and there was 
much bloodshed in the process. 

Mexico seems to have a government 
capable of restraining revolt, and President 
Calles, with.a firm hand at the tiller, has 
weathered several storms. That the Serrano 
Gomez attempt at rebellion met with no 
better success is pretty good evidence that 
the Mexican people, as a whole, approve the 
course their President has taken. 


HIGH DAM OR NONE 

A new suit over the San Gabriel dam 
has now been filed, this time by the Califor- 
nia Taxpayers’ Association. It seeks to pre- 
vent the Supervisors from proceeding with 
the high-dam plans which they have adopt- 
ed, declaring that to build such a structure 
is forbidden by the legislative act creating 
the Los Angeles County Flood Control dis- 


‘| trict. 


Whether or not this contention has any 
merit is for decision by the courts; but 
there is absolutely no question but that to 
erect any other kind than that ordered by 
the voters, which is the high dam, would be 


Reagan dam to construct a low dam such as 
the California Taxpayers’ Association fa- 
vors? If this suit is won, there can be no 
dam at all until the voters authorize a 
change in plans. Ss 

No one wants the law disobeyed, but the 
San Gabriel has been too long uncontrolled 
and further delays may prove very costly 
indeed. There are too many millions in- 
vested in agriculture and other industry in 
the San Gabriel Valley to permit them, with 
many precious lives, to be jeoparded a mo- 
ment longer than is necessary. 


acNIDER’S GUN PLEA 

Col. Hanford MacNider, assistant Sec- 
retary of War, is disturbed because the 
army ordnance is not up to date and am- 
munition supplies are old and depleted. The 
newly developed seventy-fives, he notes, 
shoot twice as far and more effectively, but 
the Army has only six of them. Small-arms 
ammunition enough to last three months in 
an emergency is on hand, he reports, but it 
is so old that it would be almost as danger- 
ous to the Infantry using it as to the enemy 
attacked. He estimates that a year would 
be required to get small-arms production 
well under way for use in the old Enfields 
bequeathed the country by arms mobiliza 
tion for the World War.

a big item in the budget for small-arms, 
ordnance and ammunition. With Col. Mac- 
Nider on the job it is more than probable 
that the ammunition stores will be replen- 
ished to a point fixed by recommendations 
of the best military authorities surveying 
the necessities and the margins safe for 
emergency preparedness. It goes without 
saying that taxpayers Who contribute many 
millions to the training and maintenance of 
an army and reserves expect Col. MacNider 
to make certain the soldiers of the United 
States have weapons to fight with and am- 
munition enough to last through an 
emergency.

TREND IN EDUCATION» 
Harvard freshmen have heard from 
President Lowell a reiteration of the prin- 


ciples of self-education. The college cannot: 


educate its students, he told them; they 
must educate themselves. When they fin- 
ish their courses and go away, they will 
carry with them what they have found and 
acquired and not anything that has‘ been 
given them. Higher education in the 
United States has a marked trend toward 
the British system, wherein each student 
is left to learn what he may and is required 
only at intervals to report upon his prog- 
ress. The American classroom and recita- 
tion system is passing out and the semin-r 
lecture room and individual research ideas 
are growing in popularity and practice. 

Self-education is, of course, the only kind 

of education there is and every agency that 
can aid the student in personal interest and 
selfreliance tends »ositively to increase his 
ultimate effort and resultant success in at- 
tainment of educational goals. There ere 
few students, however, who, left to them- 
selves, will continue the mental exercises 
that are so necessary in the whole scheme 
of education. The mind of youth needs ex- 
ercise just as do the muscles of young ath- 
letes. The varsity men win their letters 
not by rambling methods and laziness, but 
by eager application of their physical make- 
up to the methods of development and tricks 
of training outlined by coaches and train- 
ers. Poor teams and few point winners 
would be developed if all the building-up 
work was left out of the athletic program 
and the men permitted to employ their own 
free ideas in preparation for athletic con- 
tests. 
Ih the new scheme of freer education, 
then, self-reliance must not become a sole 
precept at the expense of compulsory men- 
tal exercise. Carlyle remarked, “The true 
university of these days is a collection of 
books,” and his definition does not miss 
the mark far in the present age, but in or- 
der to get the benefits of a university edu- 
cation a student must make use of the col- 
lections of books. It will profit him nothing 
to twiddle his thumbs astride the fence in 
front of the library while philosophizing on 
the grand aspect of self-education in mod- 
ern universities. 

The breadth of education available to 
college students in this age is a marvelous 
privilege. Our modern college gives to 
each student the opportunity to prepare for 
a career of service to his fellows and to 
himself. There are brilliant students, dull 
students, indifferent students and not a 
few who should not be students at all. In 
order to realize for and from this mass of 
varying material the greatest benefit their 
minds should be directed to safe goals by 
safe mentors. The bigger minds will come 
to the top from out of the mass and claim 
greater self-education, but the average 
American youth must still be required to 
get his self-education by a system of super- 
vision and credits that carry him toward 
some sort of a definite objective.
